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County corn crop stands out during drought year 


Corn crop stands 
over eight feet 
high in some 
areas

Just east of Didsbury 
stands a crop that dreams are 
made of. 

The decision for the 
Derksen family to plant corn 
two years ago was a tough one 
to make and the initiative 
was an experiment only. 

After a decent first year, 
their crop stands eight feet 
high in most places and in a 
drought year has become an 
anomaly among local fields. 

Duane Derksen said corn 
thrives in the heat and that 
because his crop developed a 
canopy before some substan¬ 
tial rains hit the area, his crop 
has been able to reach its po¬ 
tential. 

"It thrives in the heat. 
Since the snow we had at the 
beginning of August some of 
this has grown more than two 
feet," he said. 

"This is even amazing us. 
You don’t expect it to be like 
this." 

Word has spread fast about 
the 50 acre crop which is lo¬ 
cated about three miles on the 
east side of highway #2. 
Derksen has received daily 
visits from neighbours and on 
the Sunday two weeks ago he 
had five vehicles come out to 
the farm. 

A makeshift road runs 
through the middle of the 
crop, which has become well- 
travelled with all of the local 
interest. 

Most of those who stop are 
farmers themselves and 
Derksen said his crop has 
peaked interest in others who 
think perhaps they would be

able to grow corn and have it 
be a benefit to their farm. 

As well, people have 
stopped along the road that 


runs adjacent to the west side 
of the crop and had pictures 
taken in front of it. 

"You don't think a corn crop 


growing in this part of Al¬ 
berta said Denise Derksen, 
Duane's wife. 

The corn crop has become

of great interest to the entire 
family. Daughters of the cou¬ 
ple Tara, Lindsey and Brit¬ 
tany spend time playing in the 
corn field with their two dogs. 

"When you walk in there 
the sounds of the world dis¬ 
appear," said Derksen. 

To harvest a corn crop, it 
will be left on the field until 
it freezes. It will then be left 
for another two weeks before 
it is swathed with a regular 
swather. 

Derksen said the corn will 
not develop a lot of cobs that 
are big enough to eat. 

The entire stalk is silaged 
and will be fed to Derksen's 
dairy cattle. If weather con¬ 
ditions are favourable, 
Derksen will be able pasture 
his cattle on the land after it 
is swathed for three weeks to 
a month. 

From there it is silaged and 
becomes feed for the cattle for 
the year. 

Last year Derksen got 
eight tonnes to the acre. This 
year he envisions a signifi¬ 
cantly bigger crop. He is ex¬ 
pecting to get 10 tonnes to 
the acre this year. 

Corn hasn't done well 
through the entire province. 
Around Taber, crops are sig¬ 
nificantly down and those 
who buy the cobs have real¬ 
ized the prices are higher due 
to smaller supply. 

But for Derksen, the deci¬ 
sion to grow corn is no longer 
an experiment. He is already 
planning to seed his land with 
corn next year.

der the direction and control of 
the local ROMP detachment. 

Having worked both under 
the direction of the ROMP while 
employed at the MD of Brazeau 
and under the direction of the 
County Commissioner at 
Stettler County and here 1 see 
no outstanding benefit to plac¬ 
ing proposed Deputy Constables 
under the direction and control 
of the local police service. 

Councillor Pat James said 
that different municipalities 
across the province have some 
concerns with different recom¬ 
mendations and that he doesn't 
think it will be passed as it 
stands now.

"Our response stresses our 
opposition to any proposal to 
download responsibility for 
funding police services to rural 
and small urban municipalities, 
as well as our opposition to rec¬ 
ommendations which intrude 
on local autonomy, such as 
those to eliminate municipal 
special constables," wrote 
Larry Goodhope, Executive Di¬ 
rector for AAMD&C.

Mountain View County 
Council pondered how the MLA 
Policing Review Committee's 
recommendations in their July 
report would affect the way po¬ 
licing is done in the County. 

At the Aug. 28 regular Coun¬ 
cil meeting, Councillor received 
for information a report from 
Senior Constable Jayson Nelson 
about the recommendations. 

The MLA Policing Review 
Committee came up with 35 rec¬ 
ommendations in their report. 

Nelson said in his report that 
while it appears to be the intent 
that the Provincial government 
is to take more control and re¬ 
sponsibility for policing in the 
province to ensure "equitable 
policing", the Province seems 
unwilling to accept financial re¬ 
sponsibility that goes along 
with the decisions they want to 
make. 

"Rather the review recom¬ 
mends that all municipalities 
including M.D.s and Counties 
begin paying for policing by cal¬ 
culating the cost to each mu¬ 
nicipality based on their per 
capita assessment and the pro¬ 
vincial police's police-to-popula- 
tion ratio.” 

Another issue that would af¬ 
fect the County has to do with 
by-law officers. The MLA Polic¬ 
ing Review Committee has rec¬ 
ommended that Deputy Consta¬ 
bles (by-law officers) work un-

Mountain View County 
Council released some esti¬ 
mated costs of repairing the 
County's administration build¬ 
ing. 

The County's architectural 
firm. The Cohos Evamy Part¬ 
ners, started a feasibility study 
for the County Administration 
Building and in releasing Phase 
1 of the review came numbers 
associated with necessary re¬ 
pairs. 

The assessment of the build¬ 
ing agrees substantially with 
previous reports that includes 
replacing the roof, mechanical 
systems and electrical distribu¬ 
tion systems. Other repairs to 
other systems would also be 
done. 

The repair estimates for criti¬ 
cal and unsatisfactory condi¬ 
tions are pegged at $850,000 to 
$950,000. These are cost of nec¬ 
essary repairs and do not in¬ 
clude figures for actual build¬ 
ing renovation. The estimates 
are based on if the County went 
ahead with renovations. If only 
the necessary repairs were made 
costs would be five to 10 per 
cent more expensive. 

"These are strictly renova¬ 
tion costs,” Councillor Dave 
Derksen told Council. "These 
are renovations that have to be 
done if we are going to stay 
here." 

The renovations of the build¬ 
ing would take into account fu¬ 
ture space requirements and 
would standardize office spaces 
to industry norms, revise the 
layout to meet functional needs 
and more meeting space require¬ 
ments. adding space for County 
Staff positions, adding small 
work spaces for Agriculture and 
Public Work personnel who 
need office space and adding an 
approximated 6,000 square feet 
of functional work space. 

County Council, before the 
last municipal election, wanted 
to build a new administration 
building but that was defeated 
handily in a referendum that 
took place at the same time as 
the election. 

Earlier this year a Building 
review Committee was estab¬ 
lished including a rate-payer 
from each division of the 
County. The committee was con- 
sulted with as part of Cohos 
Evamy Partner’s Feasibility 
Study.

Task force will deal with CP land issue

A task force has been established by Didsbury Town Council 
that will look at a number of issues involved with CPR land in 
Town. 

The task force, which will look at issues such as the owner¬ 
ship of the Didsbury Train Station and cleanup of CPR land, 
while trying to address other issues like parking in the down¬ 
town core, is made up of members of Council and Town adminis¬ 
tration. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker and Mayor Dorothy Moore, along 
with Town CAO Evan Parliament and Director of Operational 
Services Jean Lavesseur make up the task force. 

Kuelker, who spearheaded the initiative at the Aug. 21 Coun¬ 
cil meeting said the creation of a task force was a positive step 
towards a solution to the long-time issue. 

The Town approached the CPR in April to see what could be 
done to make the site look better. 

CPR gave the Town permission to erect a fence between 15 Ave 


and their loading dock. 

"They agreed to let us do that and they would contribute by 
deducting money from leased lands," said Kuelker. 

Kuelker said one of the main items to be dealt with is the 
ownership of the Train Station in Didsbury. He said currently it 
is still rightfully owned by the CPR still. 

Kuelker said the task force would try to get parties with a 
vested interest in the building together to talk about issues such 
as ownership of the building, maintenance and site clean up. 

He said the role of the task force will be to bring the parties 
together and seek resolution to obstacles. 

Eventually the task force will approach the CPR to obtain 
proper ownership of those areas and to get a program into place. 

The Lion's Club, CP Station Committee, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Guides, Eldon Foote and the Chamber of Commerce are some of 
the parties that will be approached about the issue. 

Kuelker also said the Town Square Committee hasn't been for¬ 
gotten and he hopes that an initiative to build a centre could 
come to fruitation down the road.

RICHARD WESTLUND County Councillors were 
EDITORIAL aware of the problems with the 

highways in the area, but do not 
have the responsibility to fix them. Meanwhile Alberta 
Transportation employees have the responsibility to fix the 
roads but were basically unaware of the problem until 
County staff took them on a tour of the County pointing 
out problems. 

County Councillors, who likely receive grief from unin¬ 
formed rate payers who assume the roads are the County’s 
responsibility, should be commended for opening the eyes 
of those who are responsible for the roads. This is a good 
example of representing rate-payers that are forced to drive 
around potholes. 

And it is also a good indication that the process in place 
is not running smoothly and that there are communication 
problems between the two entities. In some way, shape or 
form the County and Alberta Transportation need to find a 
way to work more closely together. 

Councillors have been concerned about the shape of the 
highways for some time now and they are frequent subject 
when councillors voice their concerns near the end of each 
regular meeting. 

If working closely together is not an option perhaps the 
Alberta government should think about issuing road grants 
to each municipality and allowing them to prioritize the 
work in the area. 

Because right now the process of bringing poor roads 
up to grade is travelling down a bumpy road.

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Budget harder to balance while 
province goes through disaster 


This government has a 
long record of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. Over the past decade 
we have actively reduced debt 
and interest costs, lowered 
taxes, and made dollars avail¬ 
able to provide services for 
Albertans. This has always 
been a balancing act where 
it’s been necessary to con¬ 
tinually evaluate the priori¬ 
ties of Albertans. 

With the First Quarter Fis¬ 
cal Update of 2002-03 we have 
again shown that we are able 
to weigh the needs of 
Albertans and make provi¬ 
sions in our current budget 
cycle. 

This is one of the benefits 
of an open and accountable 
system that reports back to 
Albertans throughout the fis¬ 
cal year. It’s a system that can 
adapt to challenges and new 
circumstances that our prov¬ 
ince may face. 

This quarter as the prov¬ 
ince has experienced natural 
disasters such as floods and 
forest fires, as well as the 
worst drought in over a cen¬ 
tury, we have been able to al¬ 
locate funds from our eco¬ 
nomic cushion and increased 
revenue to provide assistance 
to Albertans in need. In the 
First Quarter this govern¬ 
ment has allocated $879 mil¬ 



lion to disaster funding. This 
includes $17million for floods, 
$139 million for higher than 
budgeted forest fire costs, 
$324 million for acreage pay¬ 
ments, covered crops and bee¬ 
hives, and $399 million for in¬ 
creased crop insurance, farm 
income disaster, farm water 
and grasshopper programs re¬ 
lated to drought conditions. 

With the necessary spend¬ 
ing on disaster assistance, the 
economic cushion has been 
reduced by $193 million to a 
forecast of $531 million for the 
fiscal year. 

The First Quarter also 
forecasts that our total in¬ 
vestment income will be $563 
million less than anticipated 
mainly due to the decline in 
the equity markets so far this 
year. 

That said, we have also ex¬ 
perienced strong revenue 
growth, particularly in the 
areas of corporate income tax 
and non-renewable resources. 
Alberta’s economy remains 
strong and we are updating 
our forecasts for oil to US 
$25.50 per barrel and natural 
gas to Cdn $3.25 per thousand 
cubic feet. As mentioned this 
growth helps offset the costs 
of disasters faced this past 
quarter. 

It’s always a good sign 
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when the province experi¬ 
ences strong job creation, 
housing starts, and economic 
growth. But solid economic 
performance also has its ac¬ 
companying challenges that 
come from a growing popula¬ 
tion and increased demands 
on Alberta’s infrastructure. 
When unpredictable costs as¬ 
sociated with disasters are 
thrown in, balancing the 
budget becomes more diffi¬ 
cult. So far we have been very 
successful in striking that 
balance but this government 
is actively looking at better 
ways to stabilize Alberta’s fis¬ 
cal planning. Currently we are 
evaluating a report from the 
Financial Management Com¬ 
mission that offers some ideas 
on how we can improve. 

We are committed to seeing 
Alberta strong today, by pro¬ 
viding assistance to those in 
need, and in the future, by 
reducing our debt load, low¬ 
ering taxes and looking at 
ways to improve our fiscal 
policies.

In Alberta, an estimated 
82,450 people cannot read and 
write. Another 480,000

basic information like bus 
schedules, recipes and newspa¬ 
pers. 

“When many people consider 
the issue of literacy, they think 
of people who are illiterate - 
those who are unable to read 
or write,” explains Candice 
Jackson. Executive Director of 
the Literacy Coordinators of 
Alberta. “In reality, most indus¬ 
trialized countries like Canada 


have more of a problem with 
low literacy skills that prevent 
people from achieving their full 
potential, both at work and in 
the home.” 

The Literacy Coordinators 
of Alberta are concerned with 
the role literacy plays in each 
person's quest for lifelong 
learning and in their need to 
be fully integrated into their 
communities. “Literacy is im¬ 
portant in all parts of a per¬ 
son’s life,” says Paul Johnson, 
Literacy Coordinator for the 
Write Soon Literacy Program 
in Mayerthorpe. “A lack of lit¬ 
eracy skills will affect their 


family relationships and their 
job prospects. It will also inter¬ 
fere with their enjoyment of 
many things that most people 
take for granted, like reading 
a novel or a newspaper or at¬ 
tending courses and learning 
new things.” 

On Sunday, September 8, 
millions of people around the 
world will participate in activi¬ 
ties to celebrate International 
Literacy Day. For the past 26 
years, the United Nations Edu¬ 
cational, Scientific and Cul¬ 
tural Organization (UNESCO) 
has set aside this day to raise 
awareness of the importance of

Haunted by memories of the 
surprising gains of the New 
Democratic Party in the 1988 
federal election, I believe that 
members of the Establishment 
have, in desperation, resorted 
to a neat new trick. 

With the help of the mass 
media, which they control, 
they have decided to deceive 
Canadians by making it appear 
that there is a real feud going 
on between the current leader 
of the Liberal Party, Jean 
Chretien, and the aspiring 
leader. Paul Martin. 

The first step was to have 
Chretien fire Martin from the 
Cabinet. 

This served to establish the 
illusion that there was animos¬ 
ity between the two of them, 
and at the same time freed Mar¬ 
tin up to devote his time to cam¬ 
paigning for leadership.

Council gets few answers from road delegation

Mountain View County 
Council received a 10 minute 
lesson in bureaucracy, cour¬ 
tesy of a three-man delegation 
from the provincial depart¬ 
ment of transportation. 

Instead of receiving facts 
from the delegation (which 
were expected to consist of 
when secondary highways, 
would be fixed) council was 
assured they were on “a list”, 
but what highways would be 
fixed and when could not be 
disclosed at that time. 

Darrell Camplin, Regional 
Director for the Southern Re¬ 
gion of Alberta Transporta¬ 
tion and Civil Engineering, 
Bruce Atwell, Operations 
Manager for Calgary District 
and Darrin Davidson, Urban/ 
Program Engineer Southern 
Region all attended the regu¬ 
lar county council meeting to 
discuss their findings from a 
tour of the county taken the 
day before. Camplin and 
Atwell were joined by Doug 
Goodine, Maintenance Con¬ 
tract Inspector for the 
Calgary area of Alberta 
Transportation, Rick 

Sudeyko, Public Works Field 
Superintendent for Mountain 


View County and Tony Mar¬ 
tens, Assistant Commissioner 
for Mountain View County, 
for an all-day tour of second¬ 
ary highways in this county. 

Despite assurances their 
complaints had been identi¬ 
fied, prioritized, noted and 
itemized, council was unim¬ 
pressed. 

Camplin told council, “I 
don’t know what the projects 
are, but I can assure you they 
are on the list.” 

He explained the process 
Alberta Transportation uses 
to prioritize secondary high¬ 
way projects and said they are 
in the process of drafting a 
three year list right now. 

“We would love nothing 
more than to have a billion 
dollar budget, but as you 
know the budget was signifi¬ 
cantly reduced, I will say our 
dollars are stable and we will 
try to spend the money in the 
best way,” said Camplin. 

Each councillor was given 
the opportunity to ask ques¬ 
tions of the delegation, but 
not one received a definitive 
answer. 

More than once Camplin 
answered, “I can’t give a 
truthful answer because I 
don’t have the information.” 

CHEMICALS 


He encouraged council to 
send Alberta Transportation 
a map with all the problem 
areas highlighted and circled, 
and to talk to the minister 
directly (when he is avail¬ 
able). 

Councillor Linda Burrell 
said, after the meeting, she 
was disappointed with the 
outcome of the presentation 
but happy they could tour the 
problem areas. 

“They didn’t clue us into 
anything and gave us very 
few answers and little infor¬ 
mation. 

The big thing is they toured 
the roads we were concerned 
about and we have made con¬ 
tact, but I don’t expect to see 
anything changing.” 

Tony Martens said the 
county’s main concern was 
Alberta Transportation con¬ 
sistently makes a schedule 
detailing projects to be com¬ 
pleted but are rarely done on 
time. 

“They give us a schedule 
but they are always late. 
Council is concerned these 
roads, (such as the 766 and 
the 791) aren’t maintained 
and as a result get worse and 
repairs cost the province 
more to fix,” said Martens. 


DEAB will make recommendation 
on weed chemicals to Council

The Didsbury Environmen¬ 
tal Advisory Board will dis¬ 
cuss what the Town’s role 
should be when it comes to 
using chemicals to control 
weeds. 

At the Aug. 13, 2002 meet¬ 
ing of the Operational Serv¬ 
ices Committee, discussion on 
the subject took place about 
the use of chemicals and Town 
Administration wanted a 
clearer picture on Council's 
position on the issue. 

Council discussed whether 
or not a statement should be 
made on whether the Town 
advocates the use of chemi¬ 
cals or not. 

Councillor Clem Kuelker 
was looking for Council to 
make a clear statement on the 
issue at the Aug. 21 regular 
Council meeting and recom¬ 
mended that if weeds could be 
managed through cultivation 
- than it should be done that 
way. He said chemicals 
should be used so they "don't 
get away from us".

Councillor Gary Dolha said 
the Town already had a simi¬ 
lar position on the issue and 
that they were members of the 
Canadian Urban Pesticide 
Risk Reduction Society and 
the Integrated Pest Manage¬ 
ment. He said he didn't think 
Council needed to make a 
"carte blanche" statement on 
the issue because the past 
Council had already dealt 
with the issue by adhering to 
the principals set down by the 
organization.

He said the organi¬ 
zation discussed the issue at 
their previous meeting and 
said there was an importance 
to reduce the use of chemi¬ 
cals. He said that IPM sup¬ 
ports that concept in princi¬ 
pal." 

A motion was passed to re¬ 
fer the issue to DEAB who 
will make a presentation to 
Town Council in October.

TEACHERS’ CONTRACT 


Teachers looking for new start

As the new school year gets 
under way this week, Chinook's 
Edge teachers are hoping get on 
with business as usual, putting 
any bitterness arising from 
months of arduous contract ne¬ 
gotiations behind them, said 
Bob Worsfold, president of the 
Alberta Teachers Association 
Local #17. 

"It's hard to say if teachers 
think things are behind them 
now," said Worsfold, an Olds 
high school teacher. "I think all- 
in-all teachers are happy to get 
back at it and get on with it. I 
think it should be business as 
usual, as close to normal as pos¬ 
sible. 

"It's behind us. The arbitra¬ 
tion made its award and we are 
reasonably happy with that." 

Asked if he foresees any 
problems dealing with the 
board in the new school year, 
Worsfold said, "It depends on 
whether the board has change 
in attitude. If they go into the 
next round of bargaining, 
which starts in the spring, 
with basically the same attitude 
of trying to strip the collective 
agreement then we’ll have the 
same problems all over again." 

For his part, Chinook's Edge 
chairman Roy Brassard said 
the board hopes things are back 
to normal in all schools. 


An estimated 11,200 stu¬ 
dents begin classes at 39 
schools in the division this 
week. There are more than 600 
teachers on staff in Chinook's 
Edge. 

Hundreds of Chinook’s Edge 
teachers conducted withdrawal 
of service campaign during the 
last months of the previous 
school year, withholding coach¬ 
ing, field trip supervision and 
many other activities. 

During the campaign the 
teachers called on the board to 
resign, a call that was quickly 
rejected by trustees. 

The withdrawal of voluntary 
services campaign was 
launched after the province 
forced thousands of teachers 
back to classes following a 
strike in February. 

A contract settlement was 
imposed in the division in July 
with teachers receiving a sal¬ 
ary increase of 14.3 per cent. 

Under that settlement teach¬ 
ers in the division received a 
6.25 per cent increase retroac¬ 
tive to Sept. 2001. They also 
received a 3.75 per cent increase 
effective August 31, 2002, and 
will receive a 3.50 per cent in¬ 
crease on March 31, 2003. 

As of March 2003, a teacher 
with four year’s experience will 
be paid $42,620, while a 
teacher with four years educa¬ 
tion and 11 or more years of 


teaching experience will be paid 
$67,750. 

The total increase represents 
$5.6 million of the $90 million 
division budget. 

Other outstanding issues in 
labour dispute - including class¬ 
room sizes and student-teacher 
ratios, and administrative al¬ 
lowances - remain unresolved. 

Trustees hope to put the la¬ 
bour dispute behind them and 
get on with the job of educa¬ 
tion, said chairman Roy 
Brassard. 

We really feel that we would 
like to get on with things," said 
Brassard. "I think it is time we 
moved on collectively, especially 
in Chinook’s Edge. We had an 
excellent working relationship 
with our teachers in the past 
and we would like to 
reestablish that as soon as pos¬ 
sible, and we feel that is very 
likely to happen in the near 
future. We hope so anyway.” 

"I certainly think the bulk of 
it is over and done with, and 
as I say, we can get on with 
things.” 

"We are looking forward to 
a very successful year. There 
are a lot of good things happen¬ 
ing with our schools." 

The current contract in 
Chinook's Edge expires on Au¬ 
gust 31, 2003. 

Negotiations can begin 180 
days before that date. 
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PC convention 
goes ‘‘back to the 
future”, says MP 

Myron Thompson, Member of Parliament for Wild Rose 
says that this past weekend in Edmonton the PC Party 
firmly rejected any future merger possibilities with the 
Canadian Alliance. 

“The theme for this convention should have been ‘back 
to the future’. It’s clear that the party of Clark and Crosby 
are not convinced of the results from 1993. These old dino¬ 
saurs are still convinced they can go it alone,” said 
Thompson. 

“To think that the Tories feel that they can defeat the 
Liberal’s on their own is laughable.” 

“The party has been on an 18-year decline and shows 
no signs of recovering. 

“They are millions of dollars in debt and came fifth in 
the last election with a popular vote hovering at a pathetic 
12^. The convention was clearly focused on attacking the 
Alliance rather than the Liberals. How do they think this 
strategy will ever succeed in attracting voters?” questioned 
Thompson. 

“Its sad to watch this old party think they still have 
clout.” 

“They clearly were more concerned with their egos than 
the practicalities of politics. The PC’s can pretend all they 
want that they are a national party, but obviously this 
party is dreaming if they think they can go it alone,” said 
Thompson. 

“With yesterday’s personalities like Crosby and Clark 
so firmly entrenched in their delusions, I’m surprised that 
they haven’t tried to draft Brian Mulroney for the new 
leader of the PC party. 

“With these guys everything old is new again,” said 
Thompson.

Education a key for waterways protection group 


The local community-based water¬ 
shed group, the MVWRG, has had a 
busy spring and summer in 2002. 
Through their Education Committee, 
the MVWRG has carried out a number 
of "Education and Extension" activities 
so far this year. Some highlights are 
included here. 

Twenty-five area farmers attended 
our "Controlled Grazing School" where 
the basics of this livestock management 
technique were covered. Several that 
attended have since implemented con¬ 
trolled grazing methods, and are say¬ 
ing that such practices are helping them 
cope with drought. 

Thirty people in came out on our Red 
Deer River Interpretive Float. This ac¬ 
tivity gave attendees a chance to learn 
about a watershed from the river’s per¬ 
spective. In addition it helped raise 
awareness about the MVWRG. 

The MVWRG solar-powered off-site 
watering system has been booked all 
summer. There are still opportunities 
for area farmers to try it out. 

The MVWRG and partners continue 
to publish the Up the Creek With a Pad¬ 
dle Newsletter, which provides informa¬ 
tion about agricultural "best manage¬ 
ment practices" and environmentally 
sustainable farming. 

The group hosted a Bearberry Wa¬ 
tershed Information Night in May, 
where over 40 watershed residents at¬ 
tended. Since the meeting, several peo¬ 


ple have expressed interest in doing 
watershed projects on their farm. In 
addition, a number of people have ex¬ 
pressed interest in starting a local Bear- 
berry Watershed Committee. 

The group's conducted about Ripar¬ 
ian Health Assessments for area farm¬ 
ers, in the Little Red Deer and Bear- 
berry watersheds. 

Representatives of the MVWRG have 
made a number of presentations to sev¬ 
eral groups, including the Jackson 
Women's Institute, Elkton Willing Work¬ 
ers, Didsbury Ag. Society, Olds College, 
and the Sundre Petroleum Operators 
Group. 

The group hosted a Riparian Health 
Assessment workshop in July. Farmers 
and others came to learn how to deter¬ 
mine how well their riparian areas are 
working for them. Attendees also had 
the chance to view two example of past 
demonstration projects done by the 
MVWRG. 

The MVWRG co-hosted the very suc¬ 
cessful Watersheds in Action Confer¬ 
ence. Here, over 200 people came to 
learn about what's going on in Moun¬ 
tain View County watersheds and in 
surrounding areas. The MVWRG con¬ 
tinues to regularly answering questions 
from area farmers, regarding such di¬ 
verse topics as fencing waterways; man¬ 
aging manure; environmental legisla¬ 
tion, the Alberta Farm Water Program; 
PFRA; Drought assistance; Shelterbelts; 


water wells; dugouts; weed control in 
wetland areas, and so on. As can be seen 
by this, the Education Committee of the 
MVWRG is an exciting group to be a 


part of. On September 18, the Educa¬ 
tion Committee will be having a special 
meeting to plan its education and ex¬ 
tension activities for 2003.

Senior fined for impaired driving 


A minor traffic viola¬ 
tion has lead to an im¬ 
paired driving conviction 
for a 67-year-old Bowden 
man. 

Marvin Lester Krause 
pleaded guilty in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court on 
August 26 to a charge of 
impaired driving. 

The accused was 
stopped on May 16 by an 
RCMP officer on patrol 
when the officer noticed 
the man drive through a 
stop sign in Bowden. 

The officer noticed 
signs of impairment and 
arrested Krause. 

It was the accused's 
first-ever criminal convic¬ 
tion, court heard. 

Judge Clozza fined 
Krause $600 and prohib¬ 
ited him from driving for 
one year. 

Twin drunk driving 
convictions leads to 
jail 

A 19-year-old man 
charged with drunk driv¬ 
ing twice in less than 20 
days has been jailed. 

Jeffrey Scott Holuk 
pleaded guilty in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court on 
August 26 to two charges 
of driving with a blood 
alcohol level greater than 
80 mg per cent. 

The accused was 
stopped in Didsbury 
shortly after 11 p.m. Au¬ 
gust 9 after police noticed 
a man driving without 
headlights. 

The attending officer 
noticed signs of impair¬ 
ment and arrested the 
accused. A breathalyzer 
test indicated Holuk’s 
blood alcohol level was 
145 mg per cent. 

The accused was sub¬ 


sequently released pend¬ 
ing a later court appear¬ 
ance. 

On August 26 the ac¬ 
cused was stopped in 
Didsbury shortly after 2 
a.m. after an RCMP of¬ 
ficer noticed a man driv¬ 
ing a vehicle with only one 
headlight. 

The officer noticed 
signs of impairment and 
arrested the man. A 
breathalyzer test indi¬ 
cated his blood alcohol 
level was 180 mg per cent. 

"I cannot overlook the 
fact that when he was out 
on bail for one set of 
charges he went out two 
weeks later and commit¬ 
ted the same offence by 
driving with too much 
alcohol in his body," said 
Judge Clozza. 

"The accused and oth¬ 
ers have to realize drink¬ 
ing and driving is not ac¬ 
ceptable anymore. A jail 
sentence is definitely 
needed. Some people have 
to learn the hard way," 
the judge added. 

He sentenced Holuk to 
60 days in jail and pro¬ 
hibited him from driving 
for 18 months. 

Drug possession leads 
to heavy fine 

A 19-year-old man 
caught with 72 grams of 
marijuana in Carstairs 
last month as been fined. 

Jason Werner Sinn 
pleaded guilty in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court to 
a charge of possession for 
the purpose of trafficking. 

The accused was ar¬ 
rested after an officer on 
patrol noticed several in¬ 
dividuals trying to hide 
something in a parked ve¬ 
hicle. A search uncovered 


a bag of marijuana. 

The accused admitted 
bringing the drugs from 
B.C. to Alberta to sell, 
court heard. 

Judge Clozza fined 
Sinn $1,500 and handed 
him a 10 year weapons 
prohibition. 

Accident lead to 
charge 

A male passenger in a 
car involved in a late- 
night traffic accident in 
Olds last December has 
been fined. 

Adam Pye pleaded 
guilty in Didsbury court 
to a charge of breach of 
probation.

On a freezing cold March morning, a little red, bull 
calf, shivered at the edge of the herd. He had not been 
licked clean, he hadn't been fed, but he was on his feet, 
crying and searching gamely for sustenance. The other 
calves born overnight and groomed by their mothers 
tongues wore shiny, wavy coats and cuddled into their 
mothers warm flanks. When the little red bull stumbled 
against one of these cosy pairs the cow either kicked or 
butted him away. "Somebody has had twins," Ralph said, 
and she only wants one of them." 

Over the years we have had several sets of twins that 
were raised quite happily by their natural mothers. Some 
cows accept both babies and feed and care for them with¬ 
out showing any noticeable favoritism. Maybe she com¬ 
plains to the other cows but we have no way of knowing 
about that. We have had cows who bore twins and wanted 
only one of them, but after a week or two of confining the 
whole family and supplementing the unwanted child, the 
cow reluctantly lets the less favored kid suck while the 
favorite is eating anyway. Neither scenario was going to 
work this time. We didn’t even know which cow was his 
mother. 

It isn’t that a cow decides that she is not going to ac¬ 
cept two mouths to feed. Cows don't count and they don't 
worry about the price of food and expensive shoes. A cow 
gives birth to one calf and before she can properly lick 
and claim it another one arrives. Then in the process of 
welcoming, cleaning and bonding with the latest arrival 
she sometimes forgets that the first one is hers as well. 
Born in the wild the first baby starves to death. Born in a 
farm maternity pasture the baby gets some assistance. 

Three days before the scorned twin was born a heifer 
had lost a calf. For an adoption to work it should be ar¬ 
ranged sooner than that but it was worth a try. The heifer 
was lovely and quiet and was easily lured into a headgate. 
She happily ate chop and made only a half hearted effort 
to push the calf away from her udder. The calf co-oper¬ 
ated and worked hard but wasn't getting much milk. We 
mixed up commercial colostrum and bottle fed him as well. 
This went on for a long, long time. She only allowed him 
to suck while she ate chop, he wasn't getting enough to 
eat, no maternal feeling welled in her well fed bosom, she 
barely tolerated him and to supplement her meager sup¬ 
ply of milk we gave him a bottle of milk replacer twice a 
day. The whole operation was a major pain in the neck. 
Twice a day gates had to be arranged so that she could 
get to water, her pen had to be cleaned, chop hauled, hay 
fed. By this time there were only two cows left in the 
maternity pen, we moved the heifer and calf in with them. 
She immediately resumed her status as carefree woman 
of the world and Herman was on his own. "Why Herman?" 
I asked my husband. " No special reason," he said, "I just 
always wanted to name something Herman." When the 
last of the cows and calves went into the big pasture 
Herman went along as a free agent. 

Rejected by both his natural mother and his foster 
mother we wondered if Herman wouldn't need professional 
counseling when he reached adolescence but he seems to 
be remarkably well adjusted and plays well with the other 
calves. Meanwhile twice a day Ralph fills a huge bottle 
with milk replacer and driving his trusty Gator goes to 
find him. Our summer visitors have enjoyed going along 
to feed Herman and so have I. Herman hears the Gator, 
Ralph calls his name and he comes running and bawling 
for his bottle. In the class photo he would he the kid whose 
mother forgot it was school picture day. He is healthy 
and clean enough but no one has ever groomed him prop¬ 
erly and his coat is rough and dull, his ears have a bit of 
frost damage, milky bits cling to his muzzle. Herman 
weighs about 400 pounds now and I tell Ralph that he 
has to quit hottle feeding him before he gets bigger than 
the Gator. Visitors would not be so delighted to have a 
thousand pound steer bearing down upon them. 

It's going to be hard to ship Herman. You should never 
make pets of your cattle.

QUESTION: If you were a counselor who was helping 
someone manage a crisis situation, your recommendations 
to exercise tough love could potentially kill the marriage. 
Doesn’t that make you nervous? Have you ever regretted 
taking a family in this direction? 

DR. DOBSON: To answer that question you need to 
understand how I see my situation. My role is similar to 
that of a surgeon who tells a patient that he needs a coro¬ 
nary artery bypass operation. The man sits in his doc¬ 
tor’s office, hearing the probabilities of success and fail¬ 
ure. 

“If you undergo this operation,” the doctor says, “re¬ 
search shows you’ll have a 3 percent chance of not sur¬ 
viving the surgery.” 

Wow! Three out of every 100 people who submit to the 
knife will die on the table! 

Why would anyone run that risk voluntarily? Because 
the chances of death are far greater without the surgery. 
The love must be tough — confrontations and ultimatums 
are like that. They may result in the sudden demise of a 
relationship. 

But, without the crisis, there is a much higher prob¬ 
ability of a lingering death. Instead of bringing the mat¬ 
ter to a head while there is a chance for healing, the al¬ 
ternative is to stand by while the marriage dies with a 
whimper. 

I’d rather take my chances today, before further dam¬ 
age is done. A blowout is better than a slow leak. 

QUESTION: My family lives together under one roof 
and we share the same last name, but we don’t “feel” like 
a family. How can I begin to put a sense of togetherness 
into this harried household? How do you put meaningful 
activities into your family? 

DR.DOBSON: One way to accomplish that is by cre¬ 
ating traditions in your home. By traditions I’m refer¬ 
ring to those recurring events and behaviors that are an¬ 
ticipated, especially by children, as times of closeness and 
fellowship between loved ones. In our family, the 
centerpiece of our holiday traditions is food. Each year 
during Thanksgiving and Christmas, the women prepare 
marvelous turkey dinners with all the trimmings. Another 
great favorite at that time is a fruit dish called ambrosia, 
containing sectioned oranges and grapes. The family peels 
the grapes together the night before the big day. These 
holidays are wonderful experiences for all of us. There’s 
laughter and warm family interaction throughout the day. 
We look forward to that festive season, not just for the 
food, but for what happens between loved ones who come 
together on that occasion. 

We also have designated foods on the other holidays 
throughout the year. On New Year's Day, for reasons that 
I cannot explain, we enjoy a Southern meal of pinto beans 
cooked at least eight hours with large chunks of lean ham, 
served with corn bread and little onions. It’s so good! For 
many years, we invited 30 or more friends to our home on 
July Fourth and served them barbecued hamburgers and 
baked beans. 

This became a prelude to a fireworks display, and much 
fun and laughter. There are many other traditions. Im¬ 
mediately prior to Thanksgiving dinner, each person is 
given two kernels of Indian corn to symbolize the bless¬ 
ings he or she is most thankful for that year. A basket is 
passed and every member drops in the corn while sharing 
their two richest blessings from God during that year. 
Our expressions of thankfulness inevitably involve peo¬ 
ple — children, grandparents and other loved ones. As 
the basket moves around the table, tears of appreciation 
and love are evident on many faces. It is one of the most 
beautiful moments of the year. The great value of tradi¬ 
tions is that they give a family sense of identity and be¬ 
longing. 

All of us desperately need to feel that we’re not just 
part of a busy cluster of people living together in a house, 
but we’re a living, breathing family that’s conscious of 
our uniqueness, our character and our heritage. That feel¬ 
ing is the only antidote for the loneliness and isolation 
that characterize so many homes today.

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Farmers feel they have been 
betrayed on many fronts

Bergthalers have been in the 
farming business since the 
early 1900's in this area. About 
40 families moved onto the 
open prairies east of Didsbury 
at that time and experiencing 
all the excitement that pioneer¬ 
ing brings with it. They were 
the earliest settlers. More fami¬ 
lies came in the 1920's from the 
Steppes of Russia and most eve¬ 
ryone had agricultural or re¬ 
lated experience before coming 
west. The Federal Government 
was most pleased with bring¬ 
ing these settlers to be exem¬ 
plary farmers, to open up and 
develop the west and to make a 
show of the viability of its Rail¬ 
road project. 

The Bergthalers and the 
many other folk moving into 
the area have experienced many 
ups and downs in their agricul¬ 
tural pursuits. Hail, drought, 
discriminatory government 
policies and also a lack of pub¬ 
lic image. Western Canada was 
to be the hinterland of re¬ 
sources for eastern industry 
and finance. Eastern grain 
policy was favored over the 
wests Canadian Wheat Board. 
During the Wars the prices 
were set and policies to assure 
continuance of supply for Ca¬ 
nadians came to be. Canada’s 
cheap food policy at the expense 
of western farmers. Farmers on 
the other hand have not been 
able to harmonize their inter¬ 
ests in the different enterprises. 
An example being that the 
grain farmers want high prices 
for their grain, whereas dair¬ 
ies, poultry and livestock enter¬ 
prises lobby for low feed costs. 

Farmers feel they have also 
been betrayed on other fronts. 
In many cases when govern¬ 
ment supplimentary payouts 
were anticipated the input costs 
of fertilizer, chemicals and fuel 
costs would take a leap and 
absorb all such advantage. 
Grain prices until just recently 
had stagnated at the late 1920's 


level while machinery prices 
have multiplied four times. A 
tractor costing $16,000 in 1974 
has todays price of $60,000 - 
70,000 for the same horse 
power albeit with modern tech¬ 
nology on board. 

Another thing that has been 
with the farming industry is its 
public image - a trade with 
manure and dirt and smell on 
boots - non smart, without fi¬ 
nesse, "belly achers" "whiners" 
and more. This image seems to 
have infected many government 
offices as well. Bergthals are 
aware that in the gatherings of 
this rural church, many of its 
members are also already ur¬ 
banized and are talking to 
themselves. There are Doctors, 
nurses, teachers, employees in 
Gas plants, mechanics, admin¬ 
istrators, politicians, folk in fi¬ 
nance and consulting, small 
cottage and town shops and 
more following urban processes 
and practice. This has brought 
along a blend and new level of 
rural/urban lifestyle. This du¬ 
plicity is also seen in farmers 
and their wives having second 
jobs off farm and children are 
being educated in town 
schools. 

There is also the perception 
that the farmers gloat in a mil¬ 
lion and a half dollars of farm 
machinery. Comments one 
farmer, "I don't think any of the 
Bergthalers has a machine that 
is newer than 10 years old - 
much of it 20 years old and 
some major pieces even 30 
years in service. Someone how¬ 
ever bought these machines 
when they were new. In buying 
them they gave the employees 
of that company a lifestyle that 
was higher than that of the 
farmer who bought the ma¬ 


chine. In purchasing the ma¬ 
chine the farmer paid the em¬ 
ployees wage, their income tax, 
their UIC, their medical and 
dental benefits, their sick 
leaves and holiday pay, their 
retirement package. The com¬ 
panies' total asset and the high 
salaries of the executives and 
owners comes out of the sell¬ 
ing price of the product to the 
farmers. 

Three per cent of Canadians 
farming are providing its na¬ 
tion with its basic food stuff end 
however the blend of rural/ur¬ 
ban that exists are reaching out 
for recognition for the gift of 
daily food. While the politics of 
eastern Canada has been con¬ 
sidered as a type of betrayal of 
sorts there are indications that 
the people on the land there do 
have a heart. 

They are sending bales of 
hay west - Thank you! The 
County in this region is also 
giving a break on taxes, and 
interest on non paid taxes. 
There may be other innovative 
things which can be brought to 
pass that could unite the peo¬ 
ples of the west in this present 
crisis and bring hope where 
there is only worry and despair 
now. 

While the parishioners of 
Bergthal cannot understand 
the mix of God in this crisis 
they are not about to lose faith 
in Creator God. They trust He 
will be alongside of them and 
give direction in due course of 
time. Like Daniel of old they 
will continue to hold God in 
high esteem even if the outcome 
is diffcult.

Run by example in the Terry Fox Run September 15th

"I want to set an example 
that will never be forgotten." 
Those are the words Terry 
Fox spoke during his memo¬ 
rable run across Canada to 
help raise money for Cancer 
research - a run he was un¬ 
able to complete before suc¬ 
cumbing to the disease him¬ 
self. 

The words are still inspi¬ 
rational today and events like 
the Annual Terry Fox Run 
help raise thousands of dol¬ 
lars towards valuable Cancer 
research. 

Didsbury's participation in 
the run stems back to as early 
as 1987 when Organizer 
Brenda Hemming first be¬ 


came involved. "I took over 
where Carol Hadway left off," 
says Hemming. "...Each year 
we try to do something a lit¬ 
tle better than the last and 
attract even more people to 
the event." 

Hemming says money 
raised by the Run last year 
reached the $7,100.00 mark - 
a figure she hopes to surpass 
for the year 2002. "All of our 
pledge forms are being sent 
out this week and will be 
available at nearly all of the 
businesses across town, so I 
do feel that it is possible to 
beat what we did with the 
Run last year." 

Area residents are being 


asked to walk, run, cycle, 
rollerblade, or skateboard 
their way around town along 
one of two different routes 
beginning at 12:30 pm at the 
Arena. "For those who wish 
this to be a timed event, all 
they have to do is indicate 
their wishes at the registra¬ 
tion table when they arrive. 
We will direct them from 
there and get them set up." 

A total of approximately 13 
volunteers are incorporated 
into the event each year - 
many of which go unnoticed 
by the participants. 

"There’s just so many peo¬ 
ple we have to be thankful for

Tools for School program designed to help needy students 


The thought of heading back 
to class can be stressful enough 
for both parents and students 
without having to worry about 
whether or not you can afford 
the school supplies. The added 
stress can not only be an in¬ 
convenience, it can leave a 
needy child ill-equipped to suc¬ 
ceed scholastically. 

That's where Ward Value 
Drug Mart (and Value Drug 
Marts across the province) is 
trying to help. Together with 
Hearthstone Child and Family 
Services and the United Way, 
the well-known drugstore chain

"This is the third year we
